A Pet rified Tree and a Stony Snake. 

Thomas Lovelocks, the pioneer of 
Lovelocks’ station, was describing 
some of the natural curiosities of his 
section, while in town last Saturday 
evening. He says that fifteen miles 
north of his place there is a petrified 
tree, six hundred feet in length and 
two feet thick. Its roots and most of 
its branches are still perfect. The 
tree is lying on the surface of the 
ground, and is petrified through and 
through, from bark to core.
